FIFTY FEET TO SUDDEN DEATH 
TWO MEN FELL WITH SCAFFOLD 
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HENRY C. REYNQU Ds, 
Killed by Fall of Seatiold in Eise- 
man Building. 
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Two men are dead and another lies at 
the Grady -hospital with small hopes of 
recovery as the result of a horrible acci- 
dent in the Eiseman building, now in 
course of erection on the viaduct, yester- 
day morning at 7:15 o'clock. 

The three men were on a scaffold paint- 
ing the skylight In the center of the 
roof when, without a moment's warning, 
the scaffold gave way and they were 
Gashed through the open court to the 
floor three stories below, a distance of 
nearly 50 feet. 

The dead are: 

CHARLES M. COLE, of 
street. ; 

HBPNRY REYNOLDS, of 201 Carter 
street. 

G. W. White, of Senoia, the third man, 
is still unconstious at the hospital, and 
as yet the physicians have been unable 
to decide as to his chances for life.

Lee Bailey, another painter, had a very 


narrow escape. He was just stepping on 
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the scaffold when it broke. By jumping. 


he managed\to catch hold of one of the 


iron columns and so saved his life. 
though several of the workmen in the 
building saw the fall, they disagree as 
to whether Bailey was on the scaffold 
at the time of the fall or whether he was 
just bout to get on it. 

Two carpenters who were working on 
the third floor also had close oails, as 
pieces 'of the falling scaffolding passed 
very near them. 

Mangled by Heavy Timbers. 

The three men were standing near to- 
gether in the eenter of the scaffold. It 
gave way just beneath them and they 
fell through it. For this reason they 
were mangled not only by the fall, but 
by the heavy timbers of the scaffold fa‘l- 
ing on them. 

None of the workmen who saw the fall 
could give any accurate account of it, 
as it was done so suddenly. All of them 
they were startled by a cracking 
sound, which caused them to jump as 
for their lives. Some say that they saw 
only one man falling, while others saw 
all three men making the descent to 
death.

died immediately after the acci- 
cent. He did not cease breathing until! 
the hospital was reached, but he wis 
unconscious from the time he was picked 
up, and his breathing was that of a dying 
ma2.n. 

Reynolds had concussion of the brain, 
three ribs were broken, and he was also 
injured internally, but he lived until noon. 

White, the man who is still alive, re- 
ceived injuries which seem necessarfly 
fatal, but ‘he doctors at the hospital 
have not yet pronounced his case hope- 
less. His skull was fractured, his head 
being badly crushed, his collar bone was 
broken, and he was also injured inter- 
nally. 

The men were in the employ of J. W. 
Coulson & Co., of Columbus, Ohio, who 
had the contract from Contractor Wlil- 
kins for doing the painting. In case of 
any damage suits they may be looked to. 
It was impossible to learn yesterday 
whether they were or by lability 
insurance or not. 

Cause of Fall in Doubt. 

The exact cause of the fall of the scaf- 
fold has not yet been determined. Th 
game scaffold was used by the carpenters 
who put in the skylight, the tinners who 
put on the finishings, and the electric 
light men ‘who put in the lights around 
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CHARL ES M. COLE, 
Who Met Death by Fall of 30 Feet 
in Eiseman Building. 
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it. In this work as many as twelve men 
have been on the scaffold at one time. 

When the painters began 
asked to be allowed to use the scaffold. 
It is thought that they were not careful 
to examine it and that some of the sup- 
ports had been taken away. Foreman 
Flindt, who was at work with a number 
of men on the third floor at the time 
of the accident, thinks that all three 
men were standing on one plank, that 
this broke with them and caused the rest 
of the scaffold to fall. 

Charlie Cole is well known in Atlanta, 
having lived here all his life. He is a 
son of Captain E. I. Cole, of 101 West 
Harris street. He is survived by a wife 
and one child. A few months ago, while 
at work on the Empire building, Cole had 
two ribs broken by a pile of marble slabs 
falling on him. 

The funeral services over his body will 
be conducted Sunday morning at ll 
o’clock at his late residence, 22 Windsor 
street. The interment will take place at 
Westview. 

Henry Reynolds is survived by a wife 
and four children. The arrangements for 
his funeral have not yet been ‘determined 
upon by his family. The body -may be 
| carried to Athens for interment.

PARENTS HEAR FROZEN 
WHEN RESCUERS CAME 


Scene of Horror Has Been Prolific in 
Tragedies—Car Works Burn in 
Kansas and Two Men 
Lose Their Lives. 


Cumberland. Md.,. February 7.—At 3 
o’clock this morning the farm house of 
William P. Robertson, about 29 miles 
east of here on the Maryland side of the 
Potomac river, was entirely destroyed 
by fire and four of the Rob@tson chil- 
dren, Pearl, Owen, Effie and Joseph. 
the oldest aged 10 and the youngest 4 
years, were cremated. 

The fire, which is thought to have 
started from sparks from an open hearth, 
spread so rapidly that: Mr. and Mrs. 
Robertson found all. means of escape 
gone for the children, who were asleep 
in another room, and were compelled 
to jump from a seéecond-story window 
dressed only in their night clothes in 
order to save their own lives, The par- 
ents made several futile attempts to 
reach the children, but wére driven back 
by the flames, and after the fire had 
subsided somewhat they were almost 
frozen before aid came from neighbors. 
Mr. Robertson claims the hearth fire was 
well covered and that the fire, which 
started from a lower floor, must have 
been of incendiary origin. 

The tragedy recalls the murder of an 
old man named Kessler and the burn- 
ing of his house; also, the burning 
of the house of an old woman, in which 
she and her grand chjidren lost their 
lives, both of which oocurred several 
years ago in the vicinity of this morn- 
ing’s fire. 


TWO DIE IN CAR WORKS FIRE 


One Victim Died To Save Another. 
he el PO Derty Lost 

Horton, Kars., February 7.—Fitre in the 
big car works of the Rock Island rai- 
road this afternoon caused the death 
of two persons and the destruction of 
a quarter of a million dollars worth of 
property.

W. H. DAVIS, the oldest employee of 
the car works. 

The fire broke out at 4 o'clock, in the 
hair sorting room of the cabinet depart- 
ment, and spread so rapidly that the 
employees on the second floor and in 
Superintendent Steuber's office barely es- 
caped with their lives, many of the 
employees being slightly injured.

The company will 
rebuild the car shops at once, 

Mr. McKeon lost his life 
to save Davis. 

It was thought that all 300 employees 
had got out of the burning building 
safely, when the absence of Davis, a 
prominent member of the working force, 
was noticed. McKeon, a _ spectator, 
against the advice of his friends, 
an effort to rescue the workman. Mc- 
Keon ran jnto the burning building, 
but in a few moments returned without 
Davis. McKeon's heroic effort cost him 
his life, as he died from the effects of 
inhaling smoke. 

Davis and McKeon were prominent in 
Horton. 

At a late hour tonight, after the fire 
was under control, the early estimate 
Of $250,000 loss was confirmed.

MRS. ROOSEVELT SPEEDS 
TO CARE FOR HER SICK BOY 


Groton, Mass., February 7.—The condi- 
tlon of Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., son of 
President Roosevelt, and a student at 
Groton school, who is ill of pneumonia, 
was reported at 9 o’clock tonight as be- 
ing ‘‘as comfortable as could be expect- 
ed.”. It was understood at the school 
that thie patient showed some itmprove- 
ment during the afternoon and early 
evening. 

Tomorrow will find the school practi- 
cally deserted, for a majority of the 160 
students departed for their homes during 
the afternoon, and the rest will leave in 
the morning. e 

From sources outside the school it was 
learned that the president's son caught 
cold a day or two ago and the trouble 
proved stubborn. 

There has been much illness at the 
school of late. There are several other 
cases of pneumonia besides that of young 
Roosevelt and this afternoon the school 
was closed for two weeks on account of 
the prevailing sickness. 

Mrs. Roosevelt En Route . 

Washingtcn, February 7.—Mrs. Roose- 
velt, the wife of the president, left Wash- 
ington at 4:50 this afternoon for Groton, 
Mass., where their son. Theodore, Jr., is 
lying seriously ill of pneumonia. 

She is traveling in a drawing moom cn 
the regular train of the Pennsylvania 
road, which goes through to Boston with-

The message was signed by the presidert 
of the college where the young man is a 
pupil, and stated in effect that a slight 
indisposition had developed into an acute 
and sharp attack cf pneumonia, and that 
he was seriously ill.

Arrangements were at once set on foot 
for Mrs. Roosevelt’s departure for Groton 
this afternoon, and since the first in- 
telligence was received the president has 
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THEODORE ROOSEVELT, JR. 
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been in almost constant communication by 
telegraph and telephone with the college 
faculty. According to these frequent re- 
ports the son's condition remains almost 
unchanged since morning. There is no at- 
tempt to minimize the danger of an acute 
attack of pneumonia, and the president 
and Mrs. Roosevelt are well aware that 
the young man’s condition is serious. 
Everything is being done for him, and 
the best physicians and nurses are in 
constant attendance. 

President Roosevelt will likely go to 
Groton tomorrow, unless very reassuring 
news is received during tonight. If he 
does go he will return almost immediate- 
ly if his son’s condition admit@. It t.1- 
ready has been decided that Mrs. Roose- 
velt must remain by her son's bedside, 
but if his condition is such as to make it 
safe for the president to go farther away 
from home he will Keep his engagement to 
go to the Charleston exposition, and will 
leave with his party on Monday night, as 
criginally planned.

CENTRAL ROAD WILL 
ACCEPT. DEPOT PLAN 
BUT UNDER PROTEST 


Major J, , Hanson, Chairman 
of the Board, Has Written 
Governor Candler, 


SAYS THE PRESENT SITE IS 
INADEQUATE FOR STATION 


Thinks Railroads Would Make a Mis- 
take, But Says Central Will Go 
in if All Matters Can Be 
Satisiactorily Ar- 
ranged. 


The Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, through Major J. F. Hanson, 
chairman of the board of directors, has 
agreed to accept the state’s proposal to 
build a new passenger depot on the pres- 
ent site, provided satisfactory arrange- 
ments can be made, but does so practical- 
ly under protest. 

Governor Candler, it is underateail has 
received a letter to this effect from Ma- 
jor Hlanson, though as in the case of the 
letter from President Samuel Spencer, of 
the Southern, he declines to give it out 
at present. It appears there will be some 
more correspondence on the: subject, at 
least so far as the Southern is concarned, 
before the letters are made public. 

The letter from Governor Candler with 
regard to the subject was addressed to 
President John M. Egan, of the Central, 
but it was referred to Major Hanson, 
chairman of the board, to reply. Major 
Hanson, it is understood, makes this ex- 
planation in his answer to the governor. 

Major Hanson's letter then takes up the 
inadequacy of the present space, as he 
terms it, for the accommodation of the 
large and increasing ratlroad business of 
Atlanta. He expresses the belief that a 
depot constructed on the present site and 
at the cost contemplated by the state in 
the act of the legislature would be just’ 
as inadequate ten years from now asthe 
present depot facilities are today. 

Major Hanson says, it is understood, 
that as to the 6 per cent charge on the 
cost of the depot which the state is to re- 
ceive as rental, there is not a railroad 

Atianta that could not get the 
use of all the money required at a muen 
less rate of interest. He believes it would 
be a’ mistake for the railroads to act 
upon the suggestion to use a union depot 
on this property. 

In Spite of Objections. 

Major Hanson then goes on 
that notwithstanding this, if the matter 
can be satisfactorily arranged, speaking 
for the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, he believes the Central. would 
waive its nfany objections and cooperate 
in the occupation of a new union depot 
built on the present location, provided 
all the essential preliminary details pro- 
tecting the interests of the railroads using 
the depot can be arranged. 

This is the third letter Governor Cand- 
ler has received in reply to the letter sent 
at the instance of the depot commission, 
asking the railroads what they would do. 
The other replies, as has been stated, 
were from the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic, accepting, and from the South- 
ern, which was evasive, neither accepting 
nor rejecting the proposal. 

The governor expects shortly to re- 
ceive letters from the other railroads in- 
terested. President Charles Wickersham. 
of the Atlanta and West Point, said yea- 
terday when asked about his reply that 
he had not yet been able to make it, as 
there were several matters he desired to 
consider first. The reply would be sent, 
however, within the next two or three’ 
days, he said. 

This will leave only the Georgia and 
the Seaboard to be heard from, ard the 
belief is generally expressed that there 
will be no objection whatever on their 
part. It is belleved that the directors of 
these roads will readily accept’the state's 
proposal, _

BY FILIPINOS 


Taft Says Natives Want the 
Religious Orders to Leave 
the Island. } 


PURCHASE OF THE LANDS 
HELD BY FRIARS IS URGED 


‘Sentiment Main Reason for Asking 
for Substantial Reduction of 
Dingley Rates—He Ex- 
plains the Contracts 
That Were Let.

Washington, February 7.—The senate 
committee on Philippines today con- 
*inued its consideration of the question 
of the revenue of the Philfppine islands, 
Governor Taft still being on the stand. 

He began his statement with an ex- 
planation of that portion of his testimony 
of yesterday to the effect that sentiment 
was the mafn reason for asking a snb- 
stantial reduction of rates of the Dingley 
law so far as they apply to the Philip- 
pines. The idea he had meant to convey 
wag that the Philippine cammission wel- 
comes every evidence of a desire on the 
part of the American people to aid the 
Filipinds, and he believe® tnat sucT¥ evi- 
dence ‘of discrimination would aid the 
Philippines. administration and its work. 
That in time. such a concession a8 Was 
proposed would be of vast benefit to the 
farmers of the islands—and practically 
all the inhabitants were farmers—he did 
not doubt. He was sure the political ef- 
fect would be good, but he did not think 
there would be any immediate substan- 
tial effect. He would be glad to have a 
reduction of 50 per cent. 

Governor Taft also explained that a 
large part of the 65,000,000 acres of land 
in the Philippines not controlied by pri- 
vate ownership is covered by mountain 
ranges, and is not therefore capable 6f 
cultivation. 


Increase of Revenue Likely. 


Governor Taft did not think the Dill 
providing a tariff between the United 
States and the Philippines should be tem- 
porary, as is the case with reference to 
the Porto Rican bill. Of the new revenue 
bill passed by the Philippines commission 
he said ‘that it was hoped the amount, 
under the impetus it would give to trade, 
would soon equal the returns secured 
under the old laws, which was $9,000,000 
or $10,000,000. There had so far ‘been a 
great increase in the importation of food 
products, especially canned goode. 

Governor Taft explained the contracts 
which have been let for harbor improve- 
ments, involving an expenditure of $3,000,- 
000, and said that contracts amounting to 
31,000,000 also had been let for the con- 
struction of twenty launches or small 
seagoing vessels for the transportation 
of mail of provincial offices. 

Governor Taft asked for power to pass 
generat corporation laws. Most of the 
enterprises there now, he explained, are 
controlled by English capital. 

Mr. Dubois wanted to know if it would 
not be advantageous for the government 
to build and control railroads, telephones, 

“That is a question of general economic 
consideration,’’ answered Governor Taft, 
‘‘which the commission wishes to avoid.’’ 

4zovernor Taft thought it would be wise 
for cohgress to give to the commission 
some discretionary power in the matter of 
building of railroads. 

Friars Give Trouble. 

Governor Taft said there was nothing 
more important for congress to do than 
to authorize the purchase of the lands 
held by the friars: Nothing gave the 
Filipinos so much trouble as the friars. 
It wgs hoped that the friars would go 
to other countries if these lands were 
purchased, but ther6é was no power to 
evict them. 

Governor Taft brought up the matter 
later referred to and. explained by Sen- 
ator Patterson on the floor of the senate, 
relative to the treason statute of the 
Philippine commission. In the course of 
his remarks Governor Taft said: 

“While I should like very much to earn 
the approbation of Senator Hoar for hu- 
manity, I must decline to do so at the 
expense of the fact, or at the expenge of 
seeming to avoid the responsibility which 
is mine as much as any of my col- 
leagues."’

HERR BEBEL KEPT SILENT. 


Refused To Give Information About 
Stolen Naval Memorandum. 
Berlin, February 7:—Phe secretary cf 
the admiralty, Admiral Von Tirpitz, open- 
ed the debate in the reichstag today on 
the naval estimates. He explained that 
the financial features of a secret memo- 
randum published by The Vorwaerts last 
month merely reflected the ideas of the 
admiralty and would in any case have to 
be finally approved by the reichstag. They 
would only involve an additional amoutit 
of 2,000,000 marks annually toward the 
systematic construction of a fighting 

fieet. 

Herr Bebel, the socialist leader, asked 
if it was a fact that the government in- 
tended to keep in commission on the east 
Asiatic station for eight years to come 
four battle ships and a corresponding 
number of cruisers and gunboats. The 
secretary replied that Herr Bebel evident- 
ly knew the tenor of the portion of the 
stolen memorandum, which was not pub- 
lished by The Vorwaerts, but Herr Bebel 
refused to furnish any information.

The Vorwaerts, which is the organ of 
the German socialists, succeeded, some 
years ago, in obtaining possession, in 
some manner never explained, of several 
secret circulars issued by the govern- 
ment, notably a circtilar addressed by the 
secretary of the interior to the provincial 
governments regardifig the anti-strike 
fil.

TO- GUARD ISTHMIAN CANAL 


Islands Well Situated for That Pur- 
pose—Price Greatly Reduced 
by Denmark. 


Washington, February 7.—The recent 
fayorahle report by the senate committee 
on forcign relations on the treaty for the 
cession of the islands of the Danish West 
Indies was accompanied by a written 
ftater.ent made by that committee to the 
Senate. Tnis report shows that during the 
year 190 the islands exported to the 
United States sugar, molasses and dis- 
ulled spirits amounting to $568,945 and that 
éuring the same period the exports from 
the United States amounted to $624,524. 

The annexation of the islands was 
sought by the United States years ago 
and as faz back as 1867 Denmark declined 
to se!] the islands for $5,000,000, but made 
a proposition to part with them for $15,- 
000,000. Secretary Seward offered $7,500,- 
000, which was declined. He afterwards 
agreed to pay that amount for the isiands 
of St. Thcmas and St. John, but the trade 
fell through. At that time Denmark insist- 
€d that the consent of the people of the 
islands should be formally given before 
the sale should be consummated, and 
when the vote was taken there were only 
23 out of a toca; of over 1,200 ballots 
aginst the cession. When the treaty was 
returned to the senate of the United 
States, it was ‘ied up there for two years 
and ultimately failed of ratification. Con- 
tinuing, the report says:

WALKER HAS SOME DOUBTS 


Admiral Not So Cocksure About the 
Panama Canal Rote. 


SOME POINTS YET UNSETTLED 


Questioned About Excavations for 
Bohio Dam and Possibility of 
Seepage. 


Washington, February 7.—Admiral John 
G. Walker, chairman of the isthmian 
canal commission, testified before the 
senate committee on inter-oceanic canals 
today. He went over much of the ground 
covered by the reports of that commus- 
sion and in reply to numerous questions 
explained the reasons for the recent 
recommendation for the acceptance of tne 
offer of the Panama Canal Company. 

Admiral Walker spoke at length upon 
the engineering features of the twn cu- 
nals. Senator Harris questioned him 
especially with reference to the difficulty 
of excavating: for the Bohio dam. The 
foundation of the pier will be 135 feet be- 
low sea level and the witness said there 
were differences of opinion as to the at- 
mospheric pressure and the possibility ot 
seepage at this depth in that climate. He 
said that with reference to seepage the 
engineers of the commission had not 
agreed, 


t~ Admiral Walker also was questioned 


concerning the possibility of utilizing the 
Chagres river as a part of the canal. He 
admitted that it is a torrentia] stream, 
but expressed the opinion that it could be 
safely confined. With reference to the 
estimate that ten years would be neces- 
sary to build the Panama canal, while 
eight+ years would suffice for the con- 
struction of the canal by the Nicaragua 
route, he said that the difference against 
the Panama route was due largely to the 
extent of the great Culebra cut and the 
Bohio dam. He thought that in ordinary 
weather steam vessels would be able to 
make their way through the Panama 
canal without being towed, but that tow- 
ege might be necessary when the winds 
are high. 

He expressed the opinion that Brito 
harbor at the Pacific end of Nicaragua 
route would possess an advantage over 
the Panama route in that vessels would 
immediately avail themselves in the for- 
mer of the trade winds, while in Panama 
bay they would not secure this advantage 
until towed out to sea. However, he 
thought that good harbors could be cheap- 
ly secured by the western terminals of 


both routes.

MEETS KING EDWARD 


Given an Audience at Mar- 
borough House 


THREE MONARCHS MET 
DURING EUROPEAN TOUR 


Zach of Them Anxious To Maintain 
Friendly Relations With Amer- 
ica—Schwab Introduced to 
King Edward by Sir 
Thomas Lipton. 


London, February 7.—Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, had half an hour's 
audience with King Edward at Marlbor- 
ough house this afternoon. Mr. Schwab 
Was accompanied by Sir Thomas Lipton, 
who introduced him to 1: «majesty. 
The king greeted his American visitor 
fn the most cordial manner and chatted 
freely with him, mainly on the friend- 
ship between the United States and Great 
Britain. His majesty especially referred 
to the close connection between the in- 
dustries of the two countries and fife 
friendship existing between the working- 
men on both sideg of the Atlantic. The 
conversation, which was quite informal, 
touched on a variety of topics, through- 
out which his majesty’s cordiality to- 
ward Americans and their institutions 
was strikingly apparent. 

During his tour of Europe Mr. Schwab 
was received in audience by three mon- 
archs, and he everywhere noticed a palpa- 
ble desire to maintain and strengthen 
the friendly relations with America.

ACQUITS ENGLAND 


GERMANY 


Of Evil Intentions Against the Unit- 
ed States. 


Berlin, February 7.—The foreign office 
was informed today by the Associated 
Press that it had issued for publication 
the text of the replies of all the European 
courts except that of Germany to the 
request ef Spain for concerted action by 
the powers sent out March 25, 1898, from 
Madrid. The Associated Press corygr- 
epondent here asked for the text of the 
German aswer to this request. The 
foreign office sa™ that the answer of the 
German government was made orally by 
the German ambassador at Madrid. 

The answer was that Germany could 
not take the intiative, and must await 
the action of the other powers. Subse- 
quent events made a further answer un- 
necessary. The foreign office called at- 
tention to cablegrams from Washington, 
gaying tha the British ambassador made 
a second proposal April 14, 1898, but with 


~ 
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no evil intentions against the .United 
States. The foreign office added: 

‘We fully recognize the fact that Eng- 
jland had no evil intentions against the 
United States. The German government 
far from imputing such intentions on <he 
other hand, and simply upon the basis uf 
the documents in the case, protests 
againt London imputing to us intentions 
we never had.”

MEAT PRESERVED IN BORAX. 


Stormy Fight To Prevent Exclusion 
from Germany. 

Berlin, February 7.—The central bureau 
for the preparation of commercial trea- 
ties has made a strong stand against the 
reported intention of the bundesrath to 
exclude from Germany meats. preserved 
8&2 borax. The bureau affirms that such 
meats are not injurious to health and 
complains that the imperial health office 
keeps the results of its investigations se- 
cret and does not allow them to be sub- 
jected to outside scientific criticism. 

“If American meats preserved in borax 
be prohibited,’’ affirms the bureau, “it 
will be a great hardship on the poor, be- 
cause meats otherwise preserved are 
liable to spoil during the custom house 
examinations.’’ 


No House for Dreyfus. 

Paris, February 8.—The Matin says that 
M. Dreyfus recently wanted to rent an 
apartment in a house belonging to Ed- 
mond Rothschild. The agent of the 
house cabled to M. Rothschild, who ts in 
Australia, on the matter. The latter’s re- 
ply to this messege was: “I absolutely 
refuse to <«ccept that tenant. Break off 
negotiations at any price.’’

FOREIGN CONSULS ASKED 
TO FORM NEUTRAL ZONE 


Rebels’ Want the Line of Railroad 
Kept Free From Military Oper- 
ations—Will Notify Con- 
suls of Their Pro- 

posed Attack. < 


Panama, Colombia, February 7.—Col 
onel del Castillo, an envoy from General 
Herrera, the insurgent commander, ar- 
rived here last night, escorted by police, 
and left Panama at 10 o'clock. Governor 
Arjona received important papers from 
tee se del Castillo. for himself and the 

ign consuls. A

The note from General Herrera was ad- 
dressed to the American, French British 
and German consuls here. In it General 
Herrera claimed among other things 
that the government of Senor Marroquin, 
president of Colombia, was not lawful and 
that therefore the rebels, although de- 
ploring the bloody results of the war 
would fight to the end for the ultimate 
success of the libera] principles. 


Neutral Zone Wanted. 

General Herrera proposed that 
consuls addressed ask their respective 
Bovernments to declare the line of the 
Panama-Colombia railroad to be a neu- 
tral zone, within which the government 
should not build infrenchments or the 
liberals attack, and that only a police 
force be left to gSuard the line. 

General Herrera said he proposed, if 
Poss‘ble, to compel the government to at- 
tack the liberal forces and that the Ifb- 
erals had a strong fleet and army. Gen- 
eral Herrera also said in his note that the 
liberals considered the capture of Pana- 
ma and Colon to be absolutely necessary 
for the development of their military 
p’ans; that they would act to obtain such 
results and that in due time they would 
notify consuls of such proposed action 
allowing twenty-four hours for foreigners 
to. take refuge at a place of safety to be 
agreed upon with the consuls and that 


the point so selected would not be fired 
upon. 


Herrera Seeks Time. 

In government circles here it is believed 
that General Herrera wants to gain time, 
for the government cannot accept the 
terms he offered. When the expected re- 
inforcements arrive on the isthmus from 
Puerto Colombia, the government will be- 
gin an energetic and active campaign 
against the liberals. Panama and Colon 
are now garrisoned by 2,000 men. General 
Castro has 1,500 veterans under his com- 
mand, giving a total of 3,500. The most 
sanguine liberals do not claim that Gen- 
eral Herrera has over 1,500 men. 

Governor Oranja said at the conference 
of the consuls that the consuls could not 
correspond with the liberals: that even 
if they were belligerents the consuls 
would have to have the permission of the 
Colombian government to communicate 
with them. General Arjona then demand- 
ed that the consuls send their answers to 
General Herrera to him, promising to 
forward them to the liberal general by 
messenger. To this the consuls agreed. 


VOYAGE OF HOHENZOLLERN. 


Imperial Yacht Has Arrived at St. 
Thomas, D. W. I. 


St. Thomas, Danish West Indles, /Feb- 
ruary 7.—The French flagship Tage ar- 
rived here today. The commander of the 
German imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 
Admiral Count von Baudissin, and the 
French admiral exchanged visits. The 
Tage, the United States training ship 
Monongahela and the Danish cruiser 
Valkyren exchanged the usual salutes 
and visits. The Germany admiral enter- 
tained a party on board the Hohenzollern 
today, but the general public fis not aql- 
lowed on the vessel. 

The Hohenzollern will leave here Satur- 
day morning for Bermuda. The weath- 
er has been fine and members of the crew 
of the imperial yacht have ‘been fre- 
quently allowed ashore. They are a well- 
behaved lot of men. 


PRINCE WILL HONOR LINCOLN. 


He Will Place a Wreath on the War 
President’s Tomb. 


Chicago, February 7.—Prince Henry, of 
Prussia, has expressed a desire to honor 
the memory of President Lincoln during 
his stay in Chicago by formally placing 
a wreathon the monument of the mar- 
tyfed president in Lincoln park. 

An expression of this wish was con- 
veyed today to Dr. A. H. Wever, the im- 
perial German consul tn this city, and 
was reported by him to the committee 
having in charge arrangements for the 
princée’s reception. Plans will be made 
to have the event take place amid impos- 
ing ceremonies. 


NO PREACHING BY JESUITS. 


While the Lenten Season Is Being 
Observed in Paris. 


Paris, February 7.—The cardinal arch- 
bishop of Paris has decided that no 
Jesuit shall be permitted to preach dur- 
ing the Lenten season in any church in 
the capital. 

This action is a result of the measures 
taken by the government to prosecute 
the members of the prescribed orders who 
violate the law of suppression of the un- 
authorized orders. 

A number of Jesuits are already being 
prosecuted for recent violations of this 
law. 


PRINCE GALITZIN SHOT DEAD 


His Life in Duel With His 
Brother in Law. 

London, February §.—It is reported here 
from Paris that Prince Galitzin was re- 
eentlvy wounded in a pistol duel with his 
brother n law, Count Tschernadoff, at 
Basle. 

The Cologne correspecndent of The Daily

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TARIFF ON BREAD

But Not Out of Sight, Says Chancellor 


You Buelow.

IN ACCORD WITH THE KAISER 


Chancellor Says the Tariff Bill Was 
Agreed on After Considering 
All Interests Involved—He 
Expresses Sympathy 
for Agriculture. 


Berlin, February 7.—At a banquet to- 
night of the German council of agricul- 
ture, Count Von Buelow, the imperial 
chancellor, in a long speech, declared 
that he had espoused the cause of agri- 
culture, not merely from a feeling of 
duty, but with his whole heart. 

“a chancellor without sympathy for 
agriculture would be a strange fellow,” 
said Count Von Buelow, ‘and he would 
soon trip up.” 

He declared the alleged opposition bs- 
tween the emperor and himself in eco- 
nomic affairs to be obviously a ‘fiction 
because, while endeavoring to advance 
the interests of agriculture, he had. 
also, carried the wishes and intentions 
of the emperor, ‘“‘whose loving and wise 
ways be counted upon.”’ 

The emperor completely indorsed the 
national economic policy, continued the 
speaker, which was aimed at benefiting 
to’ the utmost the agricultural class 
without unfairly’ damaging the other 
classes of the population. 

The chancellor said the federal govern- 
ments had agreed On corn duties which 
they proposed to mark at the highest 
possible limit, without, on the one hand, 
interfering with the conclusion of com- 
mercial treaties, as they had to consider 
agriculture, industry and trade which 
must reckon upon stable, uniform and 
peaceful conditions. 

“In view of this frank explanation of 
the federal standpoint,’’ continued the 
chancellor, “I am led to hope that the 
disappearance of the tariff bill, owing to 
unacceptable and excessive demands, such 
as the decrease of the minimum duty, 
will be frustrated by the friends of land- 
ed interests. I tell you, as the honest 
steersman, that the tariff bill ship can 
certainly keep afloat, but, with a still 
heavier cargo the waves will eventual- 
ly swallow up, not the captain, but the 
boat.”’ ’ 


HE WAS FOND OF FORGERY. 


Cashier Gould, It Is Said, Scattered 
Much Bogus Paper. 

Lineoln, Nebr., February 7.—Forged 
paper sold by the defunct Platte Valley 
bank, “of Bellwood, has already reached 
an ageregate of $150,000, and it may 
largely exceed this. Customers of Cash- 
ier Amos Gould from Laporte and Mich- 
igan City, Ind., are here, and claim t@&t 
in every instance the notes and mort- 
gages held by them are forgeries. Real 
estate mortgages have been forged, in- 
cluding the certificate of filing and re- 
cording, giving book and page, while 
this week several chattel mortgages 
have been received by banks apd) at- 
torneys here for collection that are also 
forgeries. 

Gould, it is charged, kept a private 
book where he had a Trécord of all forged 
notes, the amount of @ach and the date 
of. maturing, and when any of fthose 
notes matured he would replace it with 
another forg $@l note and pay the holder 
the interest. Gould, it is alleged, claims 
that had it not been for the blowing up 
of the bank safe a short time ago, in 
which his private books, where he kept 
a record of all the forged" notes, were 
destroyed, he would not have been de- 
tected and he would be still running 
the bank. The cashier and his brother 
are still in jail. 


KEPT SECRET ON GALLOWS. 


This Man Refused To His 
True Name.

COLONIES COME VERY HIGH. 


Some Startling Figures About Their 
Cost to Germany. 

Berlin, February 7.—Herr Richter, the 
radica lieader in the reichstag, analyzing 
the most recent government report con- 
cerning the colonies, finds that there are 
only 3,762 In all the colonies, including 
officials, officers, missionaries, women 
and children. He proves from the bud- 
get of 1892 that every German colonist 
costs the empire 6,000 marks a year. 
While the total colonial trade has in- 
creased during the Jast five years from 
11,000,000 marks to “25,000,000 marks, the 
colonial appropriations, during the same 
length of time. have increased from 
slightly more than 7,000,000 marks to 19,- 
000,000 marks. The increase in exports 
to the colonies is chiefly due to govern- 
ment works, military supplies, etc.

~ FELLOW IN STATE 


Death ef Charles Gross, in Savannah, 
Yesterday Morning. 


During Yellow Fever Epidemic uf 
' 1854 Mr. Gross Remained in 
City and Did Noble Work. 
Leaves. Six Daugh- 
ters and Two Sons. 


Savannah, Ga., February 7.—(Special.)— 
Charles Gross, the oldest Odd Fellow in 
Georgia, and probably in the United 
States, died this morning, age 84 years. 
at his home 6n Harris street. The de- 
ceased was a native of Baden-Baden, 
Germany, and landed at New York sixty- 
nine years ago. He enlisted in the United 
States army and took part in the Florida 
Indian war and afterwards located in Sa- 
vannah. He was initiated in Oglethorpe 
lodge, No. 1, of Savannah, January 17, 
1848, and for fifty-nine years has been a 
member in good standing, probably the 
longest record of membership in one lodge 
in the history of the order. He was secre- 
tary of the lodge for.thirty-three years 
and has filled every office of honor and 
Brust in its gift. 

During the yeTiow fever epidemics of 1854 
and 1877 Mr. Gross remained in Savannah 
and did noble work, the relief work of the 
lodge falling largely upon his shoulders. 
He was the oldest living member of the 
German Volunteers, organized in 1843, be- 
ing probably the last charter member. 

The deceased leaves a large family of 
sons and daughters to honor his memory.

How They Died. 

Boston Journal: A_ naval lieutenant 
brings home from the east the first de- 
tailed account of the disaster that over- 
whelmed Lieutenant Bumpus’s company 
of the Ninth United States infantry at 
Balangiga. 

Just as has been conjectured, the mas- 
sacre was due to treachery of the black- 
est kind. Company C was not the first 
command that had occupied Balangiga. 
Some negro troops had been there be- 
fore, and had been so cordially treated 


by the inhabitants that the Nixath’s offi- 
cers and men, who relieved them, took 
it for granted that they were in a friend- 
ly country, and did not enforce the usual 
restrictions that make life so uncomfort- 
able for the people of a garrisoned town, 

Bitterly was their kindness repaid. 
Under pretense of hiring extra laborers 
to cut away underbrush—a favor which 
Captain Connell had permitted—the pres- 
idente, or mayor of the village, brought 
in a crowd of bolomen early in the morn- 
ing, and fell upon the unarmed Ameri- 
cans while they were at breakfast. The 
rifles of the company were on the floor 
above, and most of the men never reach- 
ed them. But the first Sergeant and a 
few comrades did manage to lay hold of 
their terrible weapons, and used them 
with the quick, deadly marksmanship of 
American soldiers and the fury of men 
wrought to despair. The sergeant shot 
and killed the faithless presidente who 
had led the rush of the bolomen, and 
then, with six of his brave fellows, he 
fought his way to headquarters. The 
officers were all dead, but the sergeant 
rescued the post colors and then fought 
his way back again to the beach, where 
the other soldiers who had gained the 
upper room and found their rifles were 
defending a little group of their wounded 
companions. About one-third of the com- 
pany survived this murderous attack. 
When the bolomen burst into the room 
where the soldiers were breakfasting, the 
trapped Americans seized table knives, 
sticks and anything which they could use 
as weapons, and “fought like heroes’ 
against the terrible Malay swordsmen. 
Even with these adverse odds, our sol- 
diers took heavy vengeance before they 
gave up their lives. For every American 
who fell, two or three Malays perished. 
The natives buried many of their own 
dead, but when Colonel De Russey came 
up with the relief force he found 160 
more corpses lying about the village. 

It seems that Lieutenant Bumpus was 
cut down while on his way to head- 
quarters, whither he was hurrying at 
the first alarm. He was undoubtedly 
overwhelmed by numbers and was slain 
with characteristic Malay barbarity. Al- 
together, the circumstances of this Ba- 
langiga massacre will not make good ma- 
terial for “anti-imperialist’’ arguments 
that the insurgents Of Samar are a 
highly civilized people, perfectly fit for 
all the sober responsibilities of self-goy- 
ernment.

Marquis Ito, the Japanese statesman, 
said, while in St. Paul recently, that of 
all the American customs that impressed 
him as pecullar the free transportation 
extended by the railroads of this country 
seemed most odd.

Every bit of mileage to 
them fs the same as a plece of cloth in 
a dry goods firm. In Japan every one has 
to pay for_his transportation. I never 
rode on a sapaneése railroad for nothing 
in my life.’’

THE CHRISTMAS CARD. 


Said To Have Been Used in England 
Fifty-Five Years Ago. 


Toronto (Ont.) Mail and Empire: In 154 
Sir Henry Colse proposed to a member 
of the Royal Academy, Mr. J. C. 
ley, that he should design a Christmas 
card. The suggestion wags acted ipon. 
About a thousand copies of the card were 
issued, and sold at a shilling apiece. This 
is considered the origin of the Christmas 
card. There had previous to that time 
been a custom among the French, which 
is still preserved in the province of Que- 
bec, to exchange the compliments of the 
season by means of cards at. New Years. 
Faster was also the occasion in France 
for the sending of congratulatory greet- 
ings, but England is the birthplace of the 
Christmas card. 

The original card was, it appears, 4 
small and unpretentious affair. It was 
about the size Of a lady’s calling cart, 
and was divided*tnto a center panel and 
two side panels Sy a trellis of rustic work 
in the Germanesque atyle. The center 
panel represented a family sitting around 
a table obviously enjoying copious 
draughts of some exhilarating beverag=, 
which was suspected by certain observers 
of being wine or ale. and was considered 
by them objectiorable. The other panels 
taught the beauty of giving. On the right 
a woman was giving clothes to a poorly 
clad child, and on the left a benevolent 
man was feeding the hungry. 

This style of Christmas card was until 
recent years quite familiar and has not 
vet wholly disappeared. The theory of it 
was that the contemplation of misery was 
the greatest stimulant to gladness Un- 
dowbhtedly great joy has come into the 
world at this seagon by the relief of want 
and suffering in all its shapes, but we 
have got away from the idea that a big 
Christmas dinner is food, -clotning, 
warmth, and shelter enough for a whole 
winter. 

Many Christmas cards down to 1862 con- 
tained simply the season's @reetings in lets 
ter press. After that the robin redbreast 
carrying a sprig of holly made his appear 
ance. Next came old Father Christmas, 
with his fluffy whiskers. suggestive of cot- 
ton batting. kissing the prettiest girls he 
could find. but always doing it from a 
sense of propriety under the mistletoe. 

Tasteful and artistic designs were un- 
known twenty-five years ago, when 
it was generally recognized that there 
was a great demand for these yearly visi- 
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tors. The Christmas card of plush gur-: 
rounded with silken fringe has had its 
day, and simpler but more artistic efforts 
have taken their place. Of late years the 
demand for elaborate and expensive cards 
has fallen off, since it has been felt that 
one might as well send a useful artic.e as 
some of the gay and tawdry cards that 
flourish at this season of the year, In- 
deed, there is nothing so melancholy about 
the house as ancient Christmas cards pos- 
sessing no artistic merit. 

In Canada we have grown heartily tired 
of the conventional winter scene, with the 
snow-covered church in the distance, to- 
ward which the straggling worshippers 
are beating their way through wind and 
snow. Fiappily for us all this has passed 
away. In its place has come the maple 
leaf, with all its gorgeous colors and rep- 
resentations of our forests and fields in 
their autumnal beauty and glory. For 
this relief we must be thankful. The 
Christmas card should uphold high stand- 
ard of art, and add, in some measure, to 
the universal gladness. We hope to see 
its national feature more and more de- 
veloped, until Canadian cards will bear 
the impress of distinctly Canadian things 
and scenes. There is here a field for en- 
terprise, which is by no means occupied, 
and for artistic treatment which will be 
widely appreciated.

Members of North Carolina 
Corporation Commission 
Make Report. 


ORDERS OBEYED BY ROADS; 
NO SUITS ARE PENDING 


Interesting Statistics of the Old 
North State Are Given in the 
Report—Railways and Tel- 
egraph Companies and 
State Banks. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 7.—(Special.)— 
The third annual report of the North 
Carolina corporation commission was is- 
sued today. It says the corporations have 
had a very prosperous year; that the 
tariffs of freight for the various roads 
have in most part been revised and re- 
duced; that the commission's orders are 
being obeyed by the railways and that no 
suits are pending. The commission says 
it construes the revenue act of 190] to 
mean that it was not directed or permit- 
ted to assess railway property for that 
year, but that the assessment for 1901 Is 
to remain until 1903, when there will be 
an assessment of their property. 

The commission has general supervision 
of railway, canal, steamboat, express, 
street railway, telegraph and telephone 
companies, banks, sleeping car compa- 
nies and building and loan associations; 
is also the board of appraisers for rail- 
way and all other companies exercising 
the right of eminent domain, and was 
by the last legislature made the board 
of state tax commissioners. The com- 
plaints heard and adjusted during the 
year aggregate 216. 

The railway mileage in the state is 3,661 
miles. Three systems—the Southern, At- 
lantic Coast Line and Seaboard Air Line 
—have 2,789 miles of this, the Southern 
having 1,227, Atlantic Coast Line %5, Sea- 
board Air Line 614. The valuation and 
assessment for taxation of the railways 
is $42,875,000, while that of all the prop- 
erty in the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion is $46,161,000. 

The railways cost $96,494,000; have $73.- 
724,000 capital stock, $51,661,000 funded debt. 
Their gross earnings were $15,846,000, op- 
erating expenses $9,959,000, leaving $5,867,- 
000 income from operation. There are 
11,028 railway employees. Of passengers 
4 were killed and 25 injured; of employees 
16 were killed and 30 injured; of tres 
passers 569 were killed and 63 injured; to- 
tal 8 killed, 422 injured 

There are ten telegraph companies 
with 16,610 miles of wire, of which the 
Western Union has 14,300. There are 70 
incorporated telephone. companies, with 
8,196 miles of wire and 10,932 ‘phones. 
There are street railways at five places, 
which carried 4,636,000 passengers... Only 
11 water works companies have reported 
for taxation, their total valuation being 
$447,800. Sixteen electric light companies 
have reported, their assessed value being 
$447,000, while that of street rajlwaye is 
not given. 

Of state banks there are 81, private 
banks 17, savings banks 14; total. 118. 
There are 29 building and loan assocla-

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HOUNDS ON TRACK | 
OF BARTOW WARREN 


Believed Alleged Train Rebber Will Be 
Shortly Caught. 


EXCITEMENT AT ORANGEBURG 


Officers Are Scouring the Swamps 
Where They Think Warren Has 
Taken Refuge—Confident 
They ,Will Soon Have 
Him in Custody. 


Charleston, S. C., February 7.—(Special.) 
Since the daring train robbery, ten days 
ago, near Branchville, renewed _ efforts 
haye been made to effect the capture of 
Bartow Warren, alleged robber and mur- 
derer, who is supposed to have instigated 
the deed. Two years ago Warren was 
arrested for having held up an express 
messenger at the same point, and when 
the jury couTd not agree on a verdict the 
prisoner wags released on bond. Imme- 
diately after being bailed out, Warren 
shot and killed Thomas Watson, the chief 
witness for the prosecution, and fled to 
the swamps. Efforts have been made to 
arrest him, and while it is generally 
known that he is still in Orangeburg 
county, the authorities have not been able 
to catch him. 

When nine men held up the Southern 
train the other day there was enough 
evidence to connect Warren with the rob- 
bery and the sheriffs of five counties are 
now On his trail. The reward of $1,000 
offered hy Governor McSweeney has act- 
ed as an incentive and private detectives 
are scouring the swamps with blood- 
hounds in the hope of running down the 
alleged murderer and robber. 

After robbing the express car of the 
through safe, the robbess were not given 
time to secure the bodty, as they were 
closely followed by the hounds. The safe 
was dumped into Edisto river and was 
pulled out by the detectives. The man 
who is supposed to have hired the team 
to the robbers has been placed under ar- 
rest as an accessory and the federal 
government has taken a hand in the 
matter. 

According to reports received here to- 
day from Orangeburg county, Warren 
may be caught within the next forty- 
eight hours, although he knows the 
swamp country thoroughly and has 
every advantage over the officers. Years 
ago he was a cowboy in the west and Is 
noted for his daring. 

The people of Orangeburg are wildly 
excited over the robbery and the better 
element is using every effort to assist in 
Warren's capture. It igs thought that if 
he is caught the rest of the band can be 
apprehended without trouble.

We do not need to argue with so in- 
telligent an observer on the field as 
is The Post that the canal project per 
se is enddhgered by every delay in 
the interest of further route investiga- 
tion -and discussion. The peonle of 
the country want the canal. Both the 
great parties have promised it. Thei 
is a plain, safe way to get it, and 
that is for congress to pass some such 
bill as the Spooner substitute and let 
the route question be finally adjudi- 
cated by the president and his expert 
advisors. 

We cannot see that such a propcsi- 
tion is more Hamiltonian than that 
the president should control Cuha, 
dictate the government of the Philip- 
pines; negotiate treaties with e¢rcat 
powers, or do many of the acts which 
no one stops to gainsay. The people 
elect and pay him to execute their 
laws and purposes.

to Atlanta'nor from Atlanta to the 
sea, nor yet from Savannah to Wasb- 
ington. He was a major only in the 
Army of Tennessée in the Vicksburg 
campaign of 1863, and then, after par- 
ticipating under General Thomas in 
the battles at Chattanooga, was made 
a lieutenant colonel and transferred 
to the army of the Potomac. 

The great campaign of Sherman 
against Johnston began May 4, 1864, 
and at that time and until August of 
that year Wilson was in command of 
the Third cavalry division of the army 
of the Potomac. He was then sent to 
Thomas again in October, 1864, and 
was made a brevet brigadier general 
for his work in the battles about Nash- 
ville. He took command of. the cay- 
alry of the army of Tennessee and 
early in 1865 organized the raid 
through eastern. Mississippi, across 
Alabama, capturing Selma and Mont- 
gomery; fought the battle of Colum- 
bus, Ga., and captured Macon in April 
after the armistice between Johnston 
and Snerman in North Carolina.” He 
was then made a major general and 
commanded the largest cavalry body 
of any man known to modern history.

Roosevelt is Working 
For Cuban Concessions 


Washington February 7.—(<(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt has not only gone 
on record in his message and in subse- 
quent utterances as being favorable to 
tariff concessions to Cuba, but he is now 
engaged in. using his personal influence 
upon leading republican members of the 
house in the hope of inducing them to 
abandon their opposition to such conces- 
sions. 

Most of the men recognized as leaders 
on the republican side of the house are 
known to be strongly opposed to grant- 
ing reciprocity concessions to Cuba and 


to have determined that the house by its. 


action shall maintain the Dingley ratas. 
They declare that anything else would 
be an abandonment of republican protec- 
tion principles, arguing that the pro- 
posed concessions on Cuban raw sugar 
would be a fatal blow to the beet sugar 
industry, which tn their eyes is one of the 
infant industries which deserve protec- 
tion. 
Talking Politics to Them. 


While a lot of republican members of 
the house do not subscribe to this ex- 
treme view, the leaders like Speaker Hen- 
derson and Messrs. Payne and Dalzell 
have been endeavoring to win them over 
on the plea that failure on their part 


tection will endanger their chances in 
the congressional elections, and indica- 
tions have been that a great majority 
of the republicans will follow the advice 
of these leaders, 

President Roosevelt, on the other hand, 
has put his heart and sou! into the cause 
of the Cubans, and not content with the 
assurances from republican senators that 
his views in the end will prevail, he nas 
begun to use his personal influence on 
the house leaders. 

Some of the latter gentlemen do not at 
all like this, and; what is more, do not 
hesitate to say go. They have been so 
battered about in their attempts to legis- 
late during the past few sessions of con- 
gress that they take the president’s ex- 
pression of opinion in pretty bad grace. 
They are charging him with trying to 
force his views on them, and they are 
doing a good deal of talking about the 
constitutional prerogative of the house 
with regard to tariff legislation. 

Are Backing Down. 

There are evidences, however, that the 
president's influence is making itself felt, 
for these leaders are now doing a good 
deal of protesting that their action in

The president believes that the Cubans 
should be given the same tariff conces- 
sions that are extended to Philippine 
products in the senate tariff bill; that is, 
that the rates shall be 75 per cent of the 
Dingley rates—a differential of 2% per cent 
in favor of Cuban sugars. General Wood, 
governor of Cuba, says that this conces- 
sion is little enough and that under it 
the Cuban planter will have just tbe 
slightest margin of profit. 

The presidént has expressed his views 
fully to the cabinet and is understood ‘o 
have used pretty vigorous language in 
telling Messrs. Henderson, Payne and 
Dalzell what he thought that ‘the house 
should do. He believes it will be nat 
only an injustice to the Cubans to erect 
tariff barriers against them te the same 
height as those against other nations in 
which we have no interest, but he con- 
tends that this policy will be very bad 
politics. He takes strong issue with the 
republican leaders on this score. 

Are Badly Divided. 

The republicans are badly divided on 
this question, the western politician fear- 
ing the danger of opposition from the 
beet sugar industry, which has spread 
in some states to such an extent ag to 
be a strong political power. The beet 
sugar people have cpenly threatened to 
punish the republican party if they are 
sacrificed. The eastern republicans, who 
do not come into tmmediate contact with 
this element, are inclined to disregard it 
altogether, arguing that the sentiment 
of the people is so strongly in favor of 
concessions to Cuba that there is. greater 
danger to the party at large in going 
contrary to this public sentiment than 
in offending Mr. Oxnard and his beet su- 
gar allies. . 

Open Door to China. 

The preservation to the United States 
of commercial privileges and the main- 
tenance of the “‘open door’ policy will, 
it is believed, be achieved in the new 
commercial treaty which is now being 
negotiated with the government at Pe- 
kin. Special Commissioner W. W. Rock- 
hill, under instructions given him by 
Secretary Hay, made an earnest effort 
to induce the powers to agree to the né- 
gotiation of a joint commercial treaty 
with the Chinese government. European 
nations were not prepared, however, to 


| cooperate with the United States and it 


was therefore necessary to negotiate spe- 
clal commercial arrangements. While 
the United States has obtained declara- 
tions from all the powers re®ognizing the 
open door, the evasion of that principle 
will be rendered more difficult by the 
provision which it is proposed to incor- 
porate into the “projected commercial 
treaty. 

The attitude of this government. as set 
forth in the instructions to Mr. Rock- 


hill, is as follows: 

The essential object of the revision of 
treaties is to favor Chinese financial sta- 
bility and to promote ability to buy in any 
market and to exchange nati¥e products. 
wherever produced, on equal terms with all 
nations. Inequalities of Nkin.should be re- 
moved and fixed rates for all China should be 
scheduled, according to importance and value 
of imports. Application to the whole of 
China of the ‘‘open dcor’’ is required. Equal 
opportunity should be had by all trading na- 
tions to sell throughout the empire. Lower 
duties should be attached to imports tending 
to produce Chinese productiveness. Special 
trade favors to any power on the ground of 
reciprocity, territories, occupation or spheres 
of influence should be guarded against by a 
stringent favored nation clause now and for 
the future. It is necessary to secure increas- 
ed access to interior markets. Farming of 
Chinese revenues should be restricted, if not 
wholly discontinued, and an honest and uni- 
form imperial fiscal system substituted. Ad- 
visory representation should be had by the 
principal commercial powers im the central 
custums administrajion. Allow reasonable 
tonnage tax on foreign cargo vessels, leay- 
ing coasting trade to China, with proviso 
that no additional duties fall on transship- 
ped goods or domestic products bonded or 
certified for export. 

To Abolish Certain Taxes. . 

It is expected that the treaty will con- 
tain a provision for the abolition of the 
likin, octroi and destimation taxes. Cer- 
tainly an effort to secure the consent of 
China to such a provision will be made.

Senator Clay on Salaries. 

Senator Clay's reason for voting against 
the bill providing for an increase in the 
salaries of the supreme court and other 
federal judges were tersely put in Li.e 
short speech he made when the bill was 
under consideration. Senator Clay. sald: 

Mr. Presient, the salary of the chief justice 
of the United States is $10,500 a year, ant 
each associate justice draws a salary of $10,- 
000 for life. We all know that outside of the 
president of the United States there is no officer - 
in the United States—legislative, judicial, or 
executive—who draws a larger salary than does 
the chief justice of the supreme court. The 
sice president of the United States draws a 
salary of only $8.000 per annum. The attor- 
rey general, the legal adviser of the govert- 
inent, draws a salary of only $8,000 per an- 
num. The secretary of state, representing us fn 
our foreign relations, draws a salary of only 
$8,000 per annum,‘ and the secretary of the 
treasury liltewire draws a salary of only $8,000 
per annum. With the exception of the presi- 
dent of the United States a0 official within the 
United States draws a salary equal to that of 
the justices of the supreme court at the present 
time. 

Mr. Tillman—I understood the senator from 
Georgia a troment ago to say that no officer 
of this government, ingide or outside of the 
United States— 

Mr. Clay—I arm coming to that point. I will 
say there is an exception. I meant within 
the United States, properly speaking. 

Now, there is an exception. The members 
of the Taft commission, I understand, draw 
a salary of $20,000 per annum each and are 
allowed a house to live in. Thirteen thousand 
dollars per annum, I believe, will be the salary 
of the chief justice of the United 
States if this bill pasees, and each associate 
justice will draw a salary of $12,500. Today, 
ir. many jnstances, even the district judges of 
the United States are as hard pressed with 
work as are those of the supreme court, It 
Goes strike me. taking into consideration the 
salaries we pey all our offictals—liegisiative, 
executive and judicial—that it is manifestly 
unjust to pass this bill increasing the salary 
of the chief justice from $10,500 to $13.000 
and of the associate justicea from $10,000 to 
$12,500. I d» not. belleve the increase can be 
justified undec such circumstances.

That whatever privilege, exemption, benefit. 
or advantage is already or may hereafter he 
f@onceded by China to the official represen- 
tatives or to the merchants, subjects or citl- 
zens of any other country, in respect to their 
person, property, rights or occupations, shall.

COME TO NEW PRISON 


Siteen Life Men in te Party 


~~ Broyght from the tas! 
Yesterday, 


TWO MURDERERS HERE 
FROM FAR AWAY JAPAN 


A Notorious Train Robber Who Is 
Writing a Book—Desperate Ne- 
gro Who Killed His Cell 
Mate—Trip Without 
Incident. 


— 


The United States federd] prison in At- 
lanta rcee!ved vesterdiy afternoon its 
first batch of prisoners from the east. 
There were thirty-seven in the party and 
they spent last night in the new pr%son. 

In the party there were some desperate 
characiers, and it was stated at the 
prison yesterday that sixteen of the party 
would be “regular boarders.’’ By that 
term it is explained that sixteen were in 
for life. The prigons at Sing Sing, 
Brooklyn and Albany all being full, the 
prisoners who arrived yesterday came 
from those places. 

The car containing the prisoners c§me 
In over the Southern railway yesterday 
afternoon and arrived here about 4:20 
o'clock. It was an ordinary day coach 
of the Pennsylvania rafiroad. In the 
car with the prisoners there were seven- 
feen heavily armed guards. The trip to 
Atlanta was made without incident. 

When the train having the special car 
arrived at the depot it was met by a 
crowd of four or five hundred negroes, 
who were anxious to get a glimpse of the 
prisoners. As soon as the train pulled 
into the car shed officers «were placed at 
each end of the car and no oné was al- 
lowed near it. 

From a distance the prisoners could be 


seen in the windows, dressed in their gray | 
the | 


stripes. They seemed delighted at 
crowd and could be seen laughing and 
talking with one another. After a short 
stay in the city the convicts were taken 
out to the prison in the car and were 
transferred to thefr new home. 

At the new prison everything was in 
readiness to recelve the prisoners. 
cells had all heen made ready and the 
guards were awaiting them. Each pris- 
oner was given a cell to himself, with 
clean, new beds, new linen and new 
sults. The new priscners, along with the 
twenty already in the prison, will take 
up the routine of prison life today and 
those who are available will be put to 
work at various tasks. 


Guards on Constant Watch. 

The movement of the convicts Was un- 
der the direct supervision of Colonel Fe oA 
Caine and R. N. LaDow, examiners for 
the department of justice at Washington. 
All of the séventeen guards are picked 
officials, selected by Colonel Caine and 
Mr. LaDow for their efficiency in the 
handling of convicts. Owing to the num- 
ber and the desperate character of the 
prisoners the utmost care and attention 
was necessary and it was essential that 
the guards be experts in their line. Prob- 
ably never before in the United BStates 
was such a large movement of life-time 
convicts made. The guards kept a con- 
stant watch over the prisoners and not 
one of them was relieved from duty dur- 
ing the entire trip of forty hours. 

The trip was one of great responsibility, 
but from the Start not~ the slightest 
trouble or friction occurred. The two 
doors to the car were locked, but the 
windows were not barred, nor even 
fastened. This was unnecessary, as 
escape Was practically impossible, even 
had the windows been left open. The 
convicts were handcuffed and on each 
was fastened leg trons. In addition to 
these manacles a chain was run through 
the handcuffs. The men were. fastened 
two together and if one left his seat it 
was absolutely necessary that his partner 
go with him. This fact would have pre- 
vented a leap from a window. 

The movement centered at Jersey City. 
The batch of prisoners from the Albany 
prison left that place Thursday morninz 
at 9 o'clock, going to Jersey City over the 
West Shore railroad. This route wag se- 
lected in order to prevent a change of 
cars in New .York city. At Jersey the 
Albany party Was joined by the prisoners 
from Sing Sing and Brooklyn. The trip 
from Jersey City to Atlanta was then 
made in a single car of the Pennsylvania 
rallroad, 

Of the total of thirty-seven prisoners, 
twenty-one are from Albany, ten from 
Sing. Sing and six from Brooklyn. The 
Albany party was in charge of Deputy 
United States Marshal W. C. Irving and 
six guards. Among the guards were for- 
mer Deputy Marshal H. J. Woodworth, 
now sheriff. and Detective Spotten. The 
Sing Sing party, most of whom are Ital- 
ians and countérfeiters, were in charge of 
Deputy United States Marshal John 


Stiebling, of New York city, and four 


deputies. The Brooklyn party was in 
charge of Deputy United States Marshal 
William H. Caldwell and two deputies. 

The deputy marshals and guards will 
return to their posts today. Colonel] Caine 
and Mr. LaDow will return to Washing- 
ton tomorrow at noon. 

Some Famous Characters. 

Among the convicts are represented a 
number of noted cheracters to whom are 
attached interesting stories. Two of the 
men, John Dinkella and John Ross, are 
serving life terms for murder on the high

Gor: in Japan, convicted and sentenced 

o life imprisonment. Each was charged 
with a separate murder. 

Dinkeéella and Ross were sailors on an 
‘American ship and while on the high seas 
committed murder. They were manacled

MAYOR OBJECTS 


10 SECTION 10 


Would. Like to Approve Con- 
sojidation Ordinance, But 
Wants Change Made. 


MANY CITIZENS CALLED 
TO EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS 


Up to a Late Hour Last Night Mayor 
Mims Was Still Considering the 
Subject and Had Reached 
No Conclusion in 
the Matter. 


Public interest largely centered vy2s- 
terday on the probable action of Mayor 
Mims ir, regard te the ordfnance of the 
special tax committee by which the pub- 
lic utility corporations of the city shall 
be granted the right to consolidate. 

Up to the time Mayor Mims left the 
city hall last night he had not come to 
any decision in the matter. To the press 
he declined to give any indication as to 
what he would do, but he stated that 
there were one or two matters embodied 
in the ordinance that he seriously object- 
ed to. He said: 

“I do not want to veto the ordinance. 
{ have every reason in the world to want 
the pending matter settled at the earliest 
possible moment. At the same time, I 
do not think I would be doing my whole 
duty to the city if I overlooked one or 
two things in the ordinance which strike 
me as wrong. My most serious objection 
is to section 10. This section gives the 
consolidated company the right to 
straighten out ‘kinks’ in the ‘tracks and 
lines.’ 

Clause Is Too Vague. 

“According to the lawyers with whom 
I have consulted, this clause is suscépti- 
ble of various constructions. After hear- 
ing several opinions I myself am by no 
means clear on the matter. One well- 
known attorney informs me that under 
this section the company would have the 
right to také up tracks on streets where 
the people would seriously object. Others 
inform me that it could only be con- 
strued to apply to unnecessary trackage, 
and that the effect would be to_simply 
straighten out the lines. 

“Where there is such a manifest dif- 
ference of opinion, I think it wise to 
alter the section so that it can be thor- 
oughly understood and susceptible of no 
talse construction. 

“Another matter that I object to is the 
clause giving the company the right to 
haul] freight through the city. This 
clause is not specific enough and unless 
it is made more definite might result in 
serious competition with companies which 
pay a special license for doing this class 
of business.’’ 

The extent of interest felt in the fate 
the ordinance was evidenced by the 
number of people who called upon Mayor 
day to express’ their 
views and opinions, For several hours 
he was closeted with various prominent 
citizens, all of whom were deeply inter- 


' ested either in seeing the ordinance ap- 


proved or vetoed, 
It is probable that Mayor Mims will 


- take some days to decide the matter.

PASSING THRONG. 


Thomas O. Ozburn, one of Atlanta’s 
oldest and best known citizens, is back 
from Texas, where he went two months 
ago to visit his son, who is now one of 
the most successful business men of the 
Lone Star state. The elder Ozburn wears 
upon the lapel of his coat a confederate 
cross, the gift of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy. The cross was won by fol- 
lowing the footsteps of Lee and Jackson 
during the days of.the early sixties, days 
that tried the souls of men. Few men who 
wore the gray are prouder of the cross 
than is Mr. Ozburn. 

“Out in Texas,” he said yesterday as 
he drew great fumes of smoke from his 
pipe in Sheriff Nelms’ office, ‘‘there is no 
passport with half the potency that cross 
carries. Let a man show his cross of 
bronze in that state and it is as good as 
the quarterly pass word into any secrct 
lodge. In fact, it is better tnan the pass 
word to many secret societies. It gives 
you an entry to the best homes in the 
state, homes in which you are always 
well cared for. I thought Georgia was 
more attentive to her old soldiers than 
any of her sister southern states, but 
Texas I. found fully equal to her. 

‘Texas,’ continued Mr. Ozburn, 
pushing right along to the fore.

state has great resources and the people 


living out there are just finding it out. 
The residents are beginning to realize 
that a home in Texas is worth havine. 
‘lhe great oil find at Beaumont turned 
many of them crazy at first,and nearly 
every one went daft on oil wells. But in 
a short time the land owners began to 
realize that Texas was larger than the 
Beaumont oil fields. Almost as quickly 
they came to the conclusion that every- 
thing Which helped the state at one point 
was certain to help it at another point, 
at least indirectly.

It put the 
farmers all over the state, as well as the 
mechanics in small towns, down to hard 
work. Now I think it would be hard tu 
find a section of the country in which the 
people are working more diligently an¢ 
energetically than in Texas.”

OXLEY GETS WILD LAND. 

J D. OXLEY has been granted title to 

- 150 acres of land in Camden county by 
the secretary of state under the head- 
right law. Under this law when a person 
finds unclaimed tand he files notice of the 
discovery with the ordinary, who has the 
county surveyor make a survey and plat 
of the property. Ten-days’ notice is given 
adjacent property owners and if no ob- 
jections are forthcoming the claim is sent 
to the secretary of state, who makes the 
grant. The discoverer of the wtid lands 
pays all fees arising out of the transac- 
tion. Land amounting to 1,000 acres may 
be claimed under this law, which is an 
old one, having been made during the lat- 
ter part of the eighteenth century.

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KRY'S ORDINANCE VETOED 


Mayor Mims Thinks Present Rules 
Are Sufficient. 


GIVES REASON FOR THE VETO 


Ordinance Sought To Take Certain 
Authority From the Chairman 
of Police Board. 


Mayor Mims yesterday vetoed the or- 
dinance by Councilman Key passed at the

It was stated that one of the chief 
witnesses against the negro was thought 
to have perjured himself. Seventy law- 
yers of the Savannah bar signed a peti- 
tion asking that Brooks’ sentence be com- 
muted, while eleven members of the jury 
which convicted Brccks also signed a sim- 
ilar petition.

PRICE ON THE SITUATION 


Receives Many Telegraph Inquiries 
Regarding Cotton. 


HE PREDICTS AN ADVANCE 


Says It Is His Opinion That Cotton 
‘Will Bring 10 Cents By the 
End of the Season. 


New York, February 7.—Editor Consti- 
tution: As it is impossible for me to re- 
ply individually and as fully as I should 
like to the very large number of tele- 
graphtc inquiries I am receiving in re- 
gard to the cotton situation, I take this 
method of. advising my friends of the 
facts. 

The weekly figures made up today dis- 
close a position of exceptional strength, 
and point to much higher prices in the 
immediate future. The world’s visible 
supply of American cotton shows a de- 
crease for the week of 145,000-bales, and 
is now only 180,000 bales greater than 
two years ago, when cotton went to 10 
and 11 cents per pound and was practi- 
cally unobtainable at the end of the 3ea- 
€on. Of this visible supply there is in 
America at the ports and interior towns 
176,000 bales less than last year and J60,- 
000 bales less than in the memorable bull 
year 1900. The quantity of cotton brought 
into sight for the week is only 132,000 
bales, which is the smallest on record 
for the corresponding week of any sea- 
gs0n in which the crop exceeded 9,000,000 
bales. We have exported approximately 
650,000 bales more than we did last yenr, 
Japan alone having taken 115,000 bales 
against only 6,000 last year. 

In every direction the demand seems 
to be expanding and the supply decreas- 
ing. The average weight of bales is 6 
pounds less than last year, which, is the 
equivalent of a reduction of 120,000 bales 
in the supply. The cotton trade of the 
world seems upon the eve of recognizing 
the extraordinary sfuation, and a very 
sharp advance in the market appears im- 
minent. It is certain to come promptly 
if those who hold the small remnant cf 
this year’s crop decline to sell except at 
its fair value. It is worth, in view ot 
the situation today disclosed, certainly 
9 cents, and will probably command 10 
cents before the end of the season. It is 
only through a very sharp and immediate 
advance that an absolute cotton famine 
in America can be averted.

Julius and Lem Bone Were Pardoned 
Yesterday by Governor. 


WAS AN INTERESTING CASE 


Prison Commiesion Divided and Gov- 
erncr Candler Concurred in the 
Views of Judge Turner, 
Who Submitted Mi- 
nority Report. 


The two Bone boys, Lem and Julius, 
who have been in the penitentiary for the 
past five years, having been convicted ta 
the Fulton superior court of highway rob- 
bery, were pardoned yesterday morning 
by the governor. They will be free mea 
today. 

Interest centers about the case for the 
reascn that this is the first time the 
-ardon board has rendered a majority and 
minority report on any matter receiving 
their attention. In this instance the mi- 
nority report was concurred in by Gover- 
nor Candler. The prison commission, with 
the exception of Judge Turner, the chatr- 
wan, refused to recommend a pardon. 

it seems there was grave doubt as to the 
identity of the men who committed th 
crime andethis was the very ireheral 
point in the Bone boys’ favor. It was 
thought at one time that the boys might 
be pardoned provided they would leave 
the state never to return, but, after an 
investigation, such plan was found to be 
unconstitutional, as it meant banishment. 

Julius Bone has been at the Coal City 
camp, while his brother Lem in at 
Chickamauga. Attorney Tinsley W. 
Rucker is largely responsible for the re- 
lease of the boys, as be has been very 
‘active in their behalf during the past 
four years.

GREAT LUMBER MILL BURNED 


Total Loss Is About $100,000—In- 
surance Only $55,000. 

Texarkana,’ Ark., February 7.—Fire to- 
day destroyed one of the largest mills of 
the Bodcaw company at Stamps, 30 milics 
north of Texarkana. Two other mills, 
the planers, eight dry kilns and thou- 
sands of feet of lumber were threatened 
by the fire, but the employees saved 
them. Several men were hurt while fight- 
ing the flames. The loss on the mill was 
$100,000. It was insyred for $55,000. 

The fire was caused by a dry pipe. The 
Bodcaw company has two other mills at 
Stamps and several along the line of the 
Louisiana and Arkansas railroad, which 
was starged by fhis company. The mill 
will be rebuilt.

Simmons, C. J.—!. Where by an order en- 

tered in term the hedring of a motion for a 

new trial is set for a particular day in’ vaca- 

tion, that day, relatively to such motion, is in 
legal contemplation a continuation of the term 
at which the order was granted: and if at the 
time thus fixed the motion is not heard on its 
merits or dismissed, it must, By express writ- 
ten order, be continued to some subsequent 
day, ‘or else it will go over to the next term 
of the court in which it was made, unless in 
the, meantime it be disposed of under thespro- 


code.

The West Point Route. 


Effective today, the above is the official. 


route name of fhe Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama instead of the Atlanta and New Or- 
leans short line as heretofore. 

The trade mark will still remain the 
diamond in a field of white and the let- 
tering will still be red, the only change 
being the substitution of the new route 
name. 

For some time the officials of the road 
have, been considering a change in the 
name, as they have considered the old 
name inappropriate because. the rngads do 
not as a matter of fact reach New Or- 
leans. 

West Point is fhe junction of the two 
roads, and for this reason the name 
chosen was considered altogether ap- 
propriate. Common custom has in a large 
measure preceded the action of the of- 
ficials in this matter, as the line is gen- 
erally spoken of now as the ‘West 
Point.” The transition to “The West 
Point Route” will be easy and no doubt 
it will be only a short time until this 
name will be universally applied to the 
line composed of the Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western of Alabama. 


Interchangeable Mileage. 

It is understood that the Trunk Line As- 
sociation will in a short time complete 
arrangements for an interchangeable 
mileage book of 2,000 miles between the 
lines in its territory.

Passed by Last Legis- 
lature. 


IF LAW IS INDORSED 
TERM IS INCREASED 


Residents of Atlanta, East Point and 
Hapeville Will Not Vote—Mat- 
ters of General Interest in 

~. the Courts. 


An important election, affecting the 
public school system of Fulton county, 
willsbe held on February 27. Only citi- 
zens residing in the county, outside of 
Atlanta, East Point and Hapeville will be 
qualified to vote. 

The election is for the purpose of the 
ratification or non-ratification of the law 
passed at the last session of the legisla- 
ture, increasing the term of the county 
public schools, outside of the place men- 
tioned, from five to ten months in the 
year. Although it.is thought some votes 
will be cast against the measure, it is be- 
lieved that the law will be ratified and 
put into effect. 

One of the arguments advanced by its 
supporters is that it will prevent the re- 
moval from the*rural districts of num- 
bers of citizens who desire their children 
to attend school more than five months 
in the year.

THE TRADE SITUATION.

New York, February 7.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: oe 

‘Trade developments this week have been 
largely ‘favorable. All the measures of legiti- 
mate trade point to January equaling in most 
respects and. exceeding in many the records 
of a year ago. Failures, it is true, were larger 
in. number, but the increase was all at the 
south, from which trade reports have been 
poor, but show a slightly more®* hopeful trend 
since cotton has taken its move upward. The 
general leve] of prices moved slightly down- 
ward during January owing to lower prices of 
speculatively dealt in cereals and hog prod- 
ucts, and a heavy decrease in crude rubber 
and some chemicals. Most of the decline in 
food products has been recovered since Febru- 
ary |. The close of the week finds a confident 
feeling prevailing in nearly al! lines of distrib- 
utive trade, features in which have been the 
enlarged buying by southern and southwestemn 
jobb@rs at Chicago and other western cilfies. 
The southwestern drought has been entirely 
broken by the additional snow fall. 

“Demand is again passing production in 
fron and steel. There is a virtual famine alike 
of crude pig iron and of finished products of 
steel. Pig iron salés on January 27, Pittsburg, 
were the heaviest in any one month for a year 
past. Premiums of 50c per ton on pig iron 
are paid east and west, a.southern railway 
has gone abroad for its steel rails, Canadian 
steel billets are reaching Pitt:burg and a 
brisk importing movement is looked for. This 
has been reflected in advances at foreign mar- 
kets. Hardware is very active at nearly all 
markets. Copper after its excited fall and no 
less excited rise has steadied at slight advance 
on last week. Tin and lead are.also higher. 

‘The world’s statistics of the wheat move- 
ment have been on the whole rather bullish 
this week, and, coupled with cold weather, 
caused some strengthening. Toward the close 
of the week some export inquiry developed tin 
wheat. The margin in favor of the cash arti- 
cle has widened during the past six weeks 
and the actttal stuff is really: higher than a 
month ago. Flour is in better demand at St. 
Louie. Corn and oats have sympathized with- 
in narrow limits. Hog products have advanced 
with the coarse grains. and also because re- 
ceipts of hogs have been smal]. 

‘‘Wheat, including flour, exports for the week 
aggregate 4,800,457 bushels, as against 3,702,- 


368 last week, and 4,997,813 in this week 
last year. Wheat exports, July |, i901], to 
date—32 weeks—aggregate 1|170,146.977 bush- 
els, as against 119,776,185 last season. 

“Corn exports aggregate i69,145 bushels, 
against 427,018 last week and 2,487,707 last 
year. July |, 901, to date, corn exports are 
22,031,400 bushels, against 118,362,059 last 
season. 

‘The bulls in cotton found a long-looked for 
Opportunity in the reduced movement of sup- 
plies from the interior, part of which is con- 
ceded to be due to cold weather. Additional 
Strengthening features have been the cheerful 
tone of foreign and domestic. trade reports, and 
the strengthening of print cloths. Buyers and 
sellers of etaple dotton, however, continue 
apart, and sales are not heavy. The contrary 
is true in the jobbing branch, farticularly in 
prints and ginghams. The latter are heavily 
sold ahead in all departments. 

‘Plain dress. wuvolens have held their favor- 
able position of previous weeks. A good trade 
in linen and silk is also reported at New 
York. 

‘‘Raw wool has remained steady on moderate 
demand and restricted supplies. Recent London 
wool sale prices are above a parity with our 
markets, 

‘‘The spring demand for boots and shoes is 
Still not active, though more is doing at Phila- 
delphia. Trade is reported slow at Chicago 
and only gradually opening up at Boston. Ship- 
ments from the east during January, however, 
were IO per cent in excess of a year ago. 
Leather remains steady and in fair demand, 
despite the weakening in prices of hides. 

“Demand for sugar remains sjow and prices 
are without materia] change on the week, 
while increased weight of coffee supplies has 
caused another reduction in that product. 

*‘Business fallures in the United. States for 
the week number 247, against 303 last week 
and 250 in this week last year, 23] in 1900, 
193 in 1899 and 278 tn 1898. 

‘‘Canadian failures for the week number 29, 
against 48 last week and 34 in this week a 


year ago.’’ 
Dun’s Review. 


New York, February -7.—R. G. Dun's Week- 
ly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

‘Interruption to railway traffic and outdoor 
work by severe storms was the only unfavorable 
factor in the business situation during the 
past week, while manufacturing activity in- 
creased and distribution through retail channels 
was undiminished. ‘Reports from the west are 
especially encouraging, but a few southern 
points are slow to exhibit improvement. Rail- 
way earnings continue their monotonous rec- 
ord of increase, January gaining 7.2 per 
cent over last year ‘and per cent over 
1900. The fourth week's earnings were some- 
what reduced by bad weather. 

‘Famine conditions exist in the market for 
pig iron. It is doubtful whether there was 
ever a time in the history of the nation when 
this metal was so scarce. Considering th« 
fact that’ production during 1901 was far be- 
yond al) previous records, the present short- 
age gives undisputable evidence of the .unpre- 
cedented rate at which the mills have been 
consuming. Controlling interests deprecate all 
tendencies to inflate prices and recognize the 
fact that the continued heavy consumption is 
dependent upon quotations held at reasonable 
point. Nevertheless, if deliveries are wanted 
before July | it is often necessary to pay a 
premium, and consumers have been compelled 
in some instances to place orders abroad. Ef- 
forts are being made to repurchase iron serft 
abroad last year, since that may evade duty. 

‘‘Moderate ‘suppHes continue the best feat- 
ure of cotton goods and there is no pressure 
to sell. Print cloths have risen slightly and 
all lines are firmly held. Exporters are bidding 
for coarse colored cottons, but in these, as 
in most grades, buyers and sellers are far 
apart in their views of the right price. The 
situation appears to favor holders. 

“Compared with the erratic course of the 
cereals during the preceding month or twu, 
produce markets have been quiet this week, 
Dullness and lack pf special influences were 
not productive of weakness, however, former 
quotations being stubbornly maintained. 

‘‘In @* case of corn there are many expres- 
sions o. faith in lower prices without aggres- 
sive speculation on the short side. Among the 
other staples cotton received a little support, 
notwithstanding Nberal port receipts. 

‘‘Final returns of commercia! failures during 
the week exhibit an unusually large amount of 
insolvencies, and an exceptionally large amount 
of lquidated liabilities. There were 264 in- 
dustrial failures involving $6,348,948, an in- 
crease of $1,607,964 over the fiabilities last 
year. Defaulting traders “we 1,120, 
with liabilities of $7,116,972, increuse of 
172 in number and $1,805 168 in amount. 
Miscellaneous failures were 50 in number and 

, in Habilities, exceeding January, 
1901, y 10 in number, But showing a de- 
crease of $321,440 in defaulted liabilities.’
